To His Excellency, 
The Honorable N O Murphy, 
Governor of Arizona: 


In accordance with Section 6, of Act 19, of the Eigh- 
teenth Legislative Assembly of Arizona, I have the honor 
to submit herewith the second biennial report of the 
Board of Control of Arizona 


By virtue of the above-mentioned Act of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Arizona, the Board of Control is the suc- 
cessor of the Board of Trustees of the Insane Asylum, the 
Board of Commissioners of the Territorial Prison, and the 
Board of Trustees of the Territorial Reform School, trans- 
formed by Act of the Nineteenth Legislative Assembly to 
a Home for the Insane, having control of the institutions 
formerly managed by these Boards 


The Act creating the Board of Control provides that 
“Said Board shall make a full and detailed report of the 
expenses of each separate institution to the Governor, 
together with an itemized statement of individual expense 
incurred while in discharge of their several duties as mem- 
bers of said Board, on or before the 31st day of December 
in each year, who shall lay the same before the Legisla- 
ture at its next session, together with an approximate 
estimate of the cost of maintaining each separate institu- 
tion for the ensuing two years.” 
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The present members of the Board of Control encoun- 
tered many difficulties m their efforts to prepare such sta- 
tistical tables as would show the itemized expense of the 
various institutions within their charge 


During the period covered by this report, from Janu- 
ary 1, 1897, to December 31, 1898, no less than three dif- 
ferent administrations have directed the management of 
these institutions, of which time the present administra- 
tion has had charge for only the last four months, and are 
consequently unable to show any substantial savings as 
the result of their labors, but feel confident that you will 
find the various institutions under their charge in a much 
more, satisfactory condition than when they assumed 
their management. 


HOME FOR ‘THE INSANE. 


The present Board, upon assuming charge of this 
building in September last, found it to be a substantially- 
constructed brown-stone building, consisting of two stor- 
ies and a basement The building had only been com- 
pleted so far as the walls, roof and floor joists, the win- 
dow and door openings being loosely boarded up The 
full Board made an official inspection of the huilding on 
September 11, 1898, with the result that we entered into 
a contract with Mr. A. W. Jurden, amounting to 
$2,825 60, tor which he was to furnish complete, and put 
in place,-all of the windows in the building, construct a 
walk around the inside of the building on each floor, and 
ladders extending from floor to floor; board up all the 
door openings with matched lumber and put in batten 
doors when needed; floor, ceil and partition off room in 
bakery, for use the of custodian of the building; repair and 
paint the roof and all outside woodwork,‘and prepare the 
inside of the windows for oil finish. z 

Owing to the difficulty in accurately estimating that 
class of work, the removal of broken stone and other 
debris incident to the construction of the building, hauling 
in of earth and excavating on west side of building for 


drainage purposes, has been done by day’s work under the 
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supervision of Mr Jurden The cost of this work com- 
pleted is $665 42 


The building, as it now stands, including salary of 
custodian and all other incidental charges, has cost the 
Territory $33,116 02, and, so far as completed, is one of 
the best constructed and most ornamental public buildings 
in the Territory, and should be finished for some practical 
use at an early date

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Section 1, of Act No. 56, of the Nineteenth Legislative 
Assembly, reads as follows: “In addition to their other 
duties, the Board of Control shall examine all bills, 
accounts and claims against the Territory, except for 
salaries fixed by law, and before the auditor draws a war- 
rant for any bill, account or claim against the Territory 
it must be certified as having been approved by the Secre- 
tary of the Board.” 

Under the requirements of this Act, the Secretary of 
the Board has approved, during the past two years, bills 
aggregating in amount, nearly One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars, that were contracted for, and approved by 
legally authorized Boards of various Territorial institu- 
tions, together with a large number of other accounts 
authorized by law, and concerning the necessity or accu- 
racy of which this Board has no knowledge whatever. 


By reference to the laws mentioned below, it will be 
found that it is mandatory on the Auditor to draw his 
warrant for all bills regularly approved by these various 
Boards: 


Section 3, Act 53, of the 18th.Legislature, Normal 
School. 

Section 18, Act 6, of the 19th Legislature, Live Stock 
Sanitary Commission. r 

Section 3, Act 7, of the 19th Legislature, University of 
Arizona. 

Section 14, Act 9, of the 19th Legislature, i cs 
Building Commission. 

It will be seen that the performance of the duties 
required by Section 1 of this Act imposes upon the Board 
a large amount of work that is merely burdensome, and 
from which the Territory derives no benefit. We would 
respectfully recommend the repeal of this law. 


THE INSANE ASYLUM, 

At the time of the organization of this institution no 
uniform system of records and accounts was authorized 
by law, with the result that the present condition of the 
records is the result of the varying views of the successive 
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superintendents. Until today divergent features and 
forms are found to such an extent that to make any intel- 
ligent comparison, or get any valuableinformation, would 
take much time and study of each successive administra- 
tion. Whether the value of the information obtained by 
the compilation of these statistics would be justified by 
the expense is questionable. 


Itis the desire of this Board that some uniform system 
of records and accounts be prepared and their use be 
required by law. i 


Upon assuming charge of this institution in Septem- 
ber last, the Board found that a considerable amount of 
temporary repairs was imperative, and a large amount of 
permanent improvements needed. During the short time 
since we assumed the duties of our office we have, owing 
tolack of funds, made only such repairs and improvements 
as the health and comfort of the patients demanded and 
the preservation of the buildings required, principal 
‘among which has been the completion and occupancy of 
the new dining hall, construction of a new bake-oven, set- 
ting up and connecting new hot water boiler, finishing an 
attendants’ reading-room in basement, relaying old and 
putting in new sewer pipe, etc. 


Owing to the absence of uniformity in the methods of 
accounts, it is practically impossible to produce tables 
showing the relative percentages of the various items of 
expense from year to year. The following tables show 
the annual amount of expense as closely itemized as is 
possible to do within a limited time, and from which it 
will be seen that the per capita per diem expense for 1898 
is four cents below that of 1897, and two cents below the 
average for the biennial term. The report of the Superin- 
tendent of the Asylum will show that a large amount of 
produce was raised on the farm and consumed by the 
inmates of the Asylum, but, as no record of the market 
prices of the product at time of consumption was made, 
there is no reliable means of estimating the value of the 
farm and garden produce, nor of ascertaining accurately 
the exact cost of maintenance of patients, provided the 
product of the farm had been purchased instead of raised. 
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The permanent improvements needed are too numerous to 
be itemized in this report, but will be called to the per- 
sonalattention of the Legislature committee appointed to 
inspect this institution.

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THE TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


Below there will be found various tables showing the 
itemized cost of the maintenance of the prison by periods 
of three months, the annual cost and total expenses for the 
past two years. An inspection of these tables will show 
an inereased expense during the last quarter of 1897 and 
the first three quarters of 1898, caused by increased 
expense of guarding and otherwise caring for prisoners at 
work under contract with the State of Arizona Improve- 
ment Company It will be noted, however, that while 
the gross per capita per diem expense for two years 
amounts to .641 cents, but by giving credit for total 
amounts earned by prisoners and money received from all 
sources, this expense is reduced to .480 cents, which is 072 
cents lower than the,cost for the years 1895 and 1896 


We find that the records and accounts of the prison 
are well systemized, and seem to be ample enough in detail 
for all practical purposes, but the means of their preser- 
vation from loss or damage by fire are considered inade- 
quate. Since its organization the accounts of the prison 
have been audited and paid quarterly, and during the 
time the Territory settled its accounts with interest-bear- 
ing warrants this system was of material advantage, but 
now that the Territory is practically prepared to do busi- 
ness on a cash basis it works a hardship upon employes, 
without benefit to the Territory, to allow the accounts 
quarterly. 


We would respectfully recommend that the law be 
amended to allow these accounts to be audited monthly
